In that ad­ 
dress occurs the following statem ent 
in reg ard to sug ar beet culture:

No sag ebrush farmer, who 
farms sug ar beets in a slip shod man­ 
ner can. make a cent at the business. 
Shiftless farming methods may y ield 
a small p rofit when ap p lied to p roduc­ 
ing most of our other crop s, but ev ery 
farmer who does not take reasonably 
g ood care of his sug ar beets will lose 
money on the crop . 
* 
* 
Sug ar beet 
culture rids the land of weeds, 
wild 
oats and other undesirable v eg etation. 
“ 
* 
* 
In p lowing for g rain, we 
usually turn the soil ov er to a dep th 
of six inches, sometimes sev en, 
but 
more often fiv e. 
Beneath the soil we 
turn ov er, the g round is so hard 
the 
g rain roots will not p enetrate it and 
consequently all the nutrim ent 
our 
crop s receiv e Is drawn from the fiv e 
to sev en inches of top soil. 
To 
p re­ 
p are the soil p rop erly for sug ar beets 
a sub-soiler is emp loy ed which stirs 
the soil to a dep th of from twelv e to 
fourteen inches. The g eneral concep ­ 
tion of a sug ar beet is that it is one 
larg e root, but this is erroneous. 
In 
addition to the main root there are a 
multitude of small fibrous roots which 
nourish the main one. 
These fibrous 
roots g o down as deep as the earth is 
stirred and sometimes ev en 
deep er. 
When the main roots are p lowed up in 
the fall, these fibrous roots are broken 
off In the g round, and, in rotting , add 
humus to the lower strata of soil, also 
leav ing minute interstices to the full 
dep th th at they 
hav e 
p enetrated. 
When other crop s follow beets, 
the 
roots .Instead of g oing down only to 
the dep th of the p lowing , find the lit­ 
tle enriched interstices left by the de­ 
cay ed minute beet roots and follow­ 
ing them on down they draw nutri­ 
ment from twelv e inches of soil in­ 
stead of from six inches of soil. 
In 
other words, the culture of beets dou­ 
bles the soil without adding to the 
acreag e.” 
Other p arag rap hs In the p amp hlet 
are dev oted to showing that raising 
sug ar beets rather enriches than im­ 
p ov erishes the land. 
And so we see 
that in beet culture, as in human dis­ 
eases, doctors differ.
